The caskets were arranged round the 


wails covered with black and drapef 
with_Cuban and American flags. Up till 
10 o'clock this morning the bodies lay 
in state, and a continuous procession 
passed'by to pay their last respects. 
As the caskets were borne out a guard 
of honor saluted and all along the line 
the salute was continued until the pro 
cession reached the harbor. 


Floral Tributes in Profusion. . 


Hundreds of wreaths and crosses and 


other floral emblems were sent to 
placed on the coffind.

honor of Spanish-American war veter- 
ans, and facing these was another guard 
of. honor of Cuban soldiers.

My own experience with judges hav- 


ing W*a uniformly *«ii»f»ctorv, that is 
to say their oVeisioas having* been al- 
ways on my side, 1 do not naturallr in- 
cline to the "Ketall for Judges." It m 
quite probable, however, that-the other 
PMto, th* defeated ones, did fcan to- 
ward the recall. 


About thirty rears ago, and then

The gallant Col. John Lynch with his 


thousand Virginia riflemen did remark- 
ably effective work in the battle nf 
Kings'Mountain. Xorth Carolina, and in 
other engagements. 
Returning to hi* 


home between Lynchhurg and 'Danville 
after (he suivessfnl ending of Hi' war 
of tlio revolution he found the people 
in that sparsely settled country much 
annoyed by thieves stealing chickens, 
pigs, horses, etc.. which the. occasional 
constable in that sparsely settled rcgkri 
was not able to prevent. 
The, colonel 


would gather twelve of his old soldiers 
together, (-upturn the thieves, give them 
» trial before these twelve, men as n jury 
and if found guilty a sound flogging 
would l>e the verdict, and so many days 
time given| to leave the country. And 
siKli wns the origin of the law that bears 
his mime, "Lynch law." 


The best exemplification of the death 


penalty, hanging or shooting, to which 
later the lynch law habit was stretched, 
was shown among the gold-seeking cara- 
vans of 1S-HI crossing thfi plains to Cali- 
fornia.

with their horses, wagons, and tents, 
would start west from Kansas City or 
Omaha and when well out into the desert 
some one man would 1m sure to 
get

saiuls, the scarcity of water, the last 
drop gone at times, and then at night 
(his ho.mesick man would eut. out, a horse 
from (hi! picket rope, saddle and bridl::

THE POLICE MATEON INCIDENT. 


The board of safely ought to rescind its adion 


relating to the appointment of « police matron and 
fixing her salary. Tor-hups the board was doinj,' the 
best that the condition of jts finances pevniilted and 
if thaUs true no action at, all would have been bet- 
ter. 
The duties of a police matron relate to a 


serious problem which tlie police authorities in all 
cities are compelled to face. The matter should b« 
d«lt with seriously and with a view to helping 
mske conditions bettor. Tho women who have pe- 
titioned the board to appoint a police matron are 
not meddlers. They have neither purpose nor wish 
to interfere in any undue way with the administra- 
tion of police affairs. 
They do believe, and with 


sufficient reason, that a police matron will enable 
the police department to deal better with certain 
well understood problems which confront it than 
tltoy are now dealt with. 
If the board believes 


there should be such «n officer, iu J,he department 
it ought to treat the necessity as it deserves—with 
dignified and adequate recognition oC its import- 
ance. If they hold a. contrary view they owe these 
women the frankness to tell them so. Their action, 
in creating the position and fixing the salary at $5 
per month either brings the board under censure 
for treating a public matter as a .-joke or the pur- 
pose itself iuto ridicule.

Carlo, minus the gambling,' or what

City. They are talking about a resort 
modelled along tho lines of Denver's 
"White City," and having for its dis- 
tinctive feature n, race course that will 
be made a drawing card for the thou- 
sands of tourists who annually spend 
a week or two in tho Pikes Peak region.
